LONDON, June 11.—Inter-Allied 
conversations on the reply to the 
German note began in London to- 
day when the ambassadors of Bel- 
gium, France and Italy called sep- 
arately on Lord Curzon, putting 
forward their country’s point of 
view, which the Foreign Minister 
thus was able to place before the 
Cabinet when it met later this aft- 
ernoon. 

Broadly speaking, Great Britain 
and Italy are lined up against the 
French view, with Belgivm tied by 
circumstances to France, but desir- 
ous of securing Allied unity and 
willing to go farther than France 
to obtain it. It is understood that 
Baron Monscheur, the Belgian 
Ambassador, told Lord Curzon that 
his government insists that before 
the note is even discussed that the 
Germans abandon their passive re- 
\sistance in the Ruhr. 

This means that the German 
government withdraw ite orders to 
officials not to co-operate with the 
French, withdraw its subsidies to 
strikers and suppress sabotage. If 
this is done Belgium will then be 
disposed to discuss the terme of- 
freed in the note with a hope of 
arriving at some conclusions. 


FRENCH UNMOVED 

The Comte de St. Aulaire, the 
French Ambassador, told Lord 
Curzon that France will insist on 
submission in the Ruhr and also 
that any settlement must be on a 
basis of the French reparations 
plan of last January. It is under- 
stood that he also intimated that 
France would not accept the 
slightest reductions in its cash de- 
unless Great Britain or 
America made equivalent reduc- 
tiens tm their claime — 
France. There is little more e ce 
of Great Britain doing this in the 
present state of public opinion than 
American. 

Great Britain te bending all ite 
efforts now to securing some sort 
of Allied unity, even if R is only 
joint acknowledgment of the note 
and a statement that the docu- 
ment is being considered. Even 
this the French are not willing to 
do unless the Britich join them in 
supporting the Ruhr policy, which 
the British will find it difficult to 
do as they have already condemned 
the policy and still think it not 
only wrong but futile. 


DECISIONS SECRET 

The whole situation, therefore, is 
both difficult and dangerous, and 
the government is trying to avoid 
public discussions as much as pos- 
sible until the British policy is 
vettied. All the questions down 
in the House of Commons for this 
afternoon were withdrawn except 
one by Sir Harry Brittain, who 
asked if the Prime Minister could 
make any statement about the situ- 
ation in the Ruhr. Mr. Baldwin 
replied that he could not do so at 
present.

LORD ROBERT REPORTS 

In the meantime there is much 
speculation about the possibility 
of an Allied conference to discuss 
the reply.

Germans Getting Ready for Final Act of Quitting as 
Food Becomes Scarce

BERLIN, June 11.—The passive resistance is passing. Germany's 
power of economic resistance in the Ruhr, begun at the time of the 
occupation, has about run its course and a compromise is being sought 
by the Socialists, which may be given consideration in the immediate 


future by the other parties. 

The Socialist leaders gathered 
today from over an extended area 
and the results of their conversa- 
tions will be seen in Socialist news- 
papers tomorrow morning, when 
they will declare that Germany 
must be ready to compromise at 
the proper time. 

ECONOMIC DRAIN 

The economic drain on the 
Reich's resources is so heavy and 
the difficulties of getting funds in- 
to the Ruhr so great that the Ger- 
man government finds the situa- 
tion exceedingly difficult, while the 
morale of the German population 
in the occupied area is becoming 
lower as the months slip by with- 
out gain, and living is becoming 
more and more a burden. 

The bulk of the German people 
are as Orm as ever in fighting 
France. The weakening of the 
passive resistance does not mean 
that the country is weakening, but

land, whose dally life is becoming 
almost impossible, were bound to 
crack sooner or later. 

Yesterday's events at Dortmund 
are pointed out by the Socialist 
leaders as an example of what 
might occur in the future on a 
larger scale as the morale of the 
Ruhr and Rhineland population 
weakens.

Frankly I believe that France 
must pin all her hopes on Henri 
Cochet, the marvelous young star 
who flashed to the fore last year. 
It Frence is to win, Cochet must 
carry the burd ef victory. 
Cochet is a brilliant, hard-hitting, 
ali-court player, with daring and 
aggressiveness. Gomar, of Spain, 
is a baseline player, steady, ortho- 
dox, reliable but rather soft. If 
Cochet is at die best he will beat 
Gomar, for has the punch that 
should carry him to victory. 
Should Cochet be erratic and off 
form, then Gomar mey well upset 
him and win. Only a few months 
ago at Barcelona Gomar led Cochet 
two sets to none and 6-3 for the 
match, only to tall to put over the 
winning punch. Lack of physical 
Stamine cost Gomar the match 
then, just es it did against Pat 
O'Hara Wood in the Australia- 
Spain tie last year when Gomar 
led two sets to none. I believe that 
Cochet will defeat Gomer on both 
severity of game and physical con- 
dition. 

If land comes through end 
Cochet faces Lyeett or possibly 
Kingecote, it will be a different 
story. In Lycett, Cochet must 
beat d rushing net attack by one 
of the best volieyers in the wor!d. 


Of the ground Lycett is not the 
equal of Cochet, but at the net he 
is superior. Kingscote has almost 
identically the same style as 
Cochet. an all-court player of no 
weakness and no great strength. 
Cochet is rather more severe. but 
is less reliable than Kingscote. I! 
would pick Cochet at the best 
over either Lycett or Kinscote, but 
day in and day out over a long 
series of matches, I would favor 
the Englishmen.

Cochet win beat either Wheatley 
or Giihert of Fnglaend, or Fiaquer 
of Spam. while Gomar should win 
from Borotra or Le Coste or Gil- 
bert or Wheatley. This would 
bring the match down to the 
doubles, the decision resting on 
the meeting of the pairs. 

Cochet and La Coste or Cochet 
and Borotre are regarded in 
| France as outetending. Frankly. 
I do not zes it that way, although 
they are good. Gomar and Fla 
quer are only a fair team, not 
in the class with the Alonso 
brothers (now in America) or the 
team of last year for Spain 
(Manuel Alonso and Gomar), Ly- 
cett and Kingscote together would 
win from either, but Lycett with 
Wheatley or Gilbert will not be so 
strong. Lycett is a great doubles 
player and may turn the ecale of 
battle no matter with whom he is 
paired. 

In summing up. I say if France 
meets Spain, France wins three 
matches to two, with Cochet carry- 
ing her to victory.

IN CHURCH ROW 


Long Beach Factional Fight 
Thrown Out of Court 


Judge Tells All Concerned to 
Love One Another 


Ousting of Members is Held 
Violation of Law 


“A new commandment I gtve 
unto ye that ye love one another 
as I loved you. By this shall all 
men know that ye are my 4is- 
ciples.” 

Quoting from the Scriptures 
Judge Hardy yesterday addressed 
a court room full of ‘members of 
the Church of Christ, of Long 
Beach, and told them to go home| 
and settle among themselves the 
internal war that split the church 
into two factions and wound up in 
| Court. 

While this was the effect of the 
decision, the court pointed out 
that both sides had erred in 
ing their church war. He indi- 
cated the right course to follow 
and admonished them to leaven | 
their settlement with a little of the 
brotherly love spoken of in the 
Bible. 

The suit was brought by Elder 
M. 8. Rucker and others to pre- 
vent Evangelist A. E. Harper and 
others from holding services in 
the church building. The row had 
its inception when members of the 
congregation filed charges against 
Elders Rucker and W. W. Taylor. 
Among the charges was one that, 
being without children, Rucker is 
disqualified to serve as elder. 

The elders responded by ousting 
from the church fourteen of those 
who had filed the charges. The 
Harper faction retaliated by oust- 
ing the two elders. 


Mrs. Pauline C. Lawton 
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Judge Hardy held that the eld- 
ers erred in ousting the fourteen 
members who had filed 
charges.

DIVORCE EVIL 

Divorce is a monster that past genera- 
tions abhorred. But it is seen so often 
that the present generation is losing « 
sense of its frightfulness. During the fret 
three months of the present year there 
was one divorce in Chicago for every three 
marriages. Last year there were 33,094 
marriages in Chicago and 17285 divorces. 
There were twice as many marriage . 
censes issued in Chicago last year as there 
were ten years ago and nine times as many 
divorces. 

Yet the number of divorces in Chicago, 
compared with the other large cities, is 
hardly exceptional. It may lead the list, 
but not by a wide margin. 

Divorce is a growing evil in the United 
States. It is certain to have a decadent 
effect upon the nest generation, unless 
some means are devised to make divorces 
leas prevalent. Many theories have been 
advanced to check the inundation, but none 
bas received a practical application. 

There are also a multitude of theories 
concerning the prime cause for so many 
matrimonia) disasters. Some biame it on 
the war, others to universal suffrage and 
still others to the greater number of mar- 
ried women who are engaged in some 
bread-winning occupation outside the home. 
Like all untested theories, they are inter- 
esting but inconclusive. 

Justice Morschauser of the Supreme 
Court of New York bas been called upon 
to decide divorce cases probably than 
any other jurist in the country. In a re 
cent interview he advocated a Federal d. 
vores law which would prohibit absolute 
diveree. He sald it may appear a drastic 
roma; but that the divorce evil has be 
come so widespread that only drastic aco 
tion will prevent it from finally wrecking 
the foundations of modern society. 

Justice Morschauser took occasion in his 
interview to correct what he believes to be 
some popular errors concerning the cause 
for increase in the number of divorces. 

“It is not a case of too much jazs,” he 
sald. “The rising generation is no differ- 
ent from its predecessor. It is no more 
sophisticated as a generation. A good deal 
depends on association. You must not 
blame the entire generation because a few 
go wrong. Youtig people are as good as 
ever; they have as much self-respect and 
gentility.

biggest causes. Nobody knows. But I am 
sure that the entrance of women into bus 
ness and industrial life is not a prime 
cause.” 

Repeatedly Justice Morschauser insisted 
that ft is not the spread of immorality that 
is causing the increase in divorces. “As 
a whole,” he said, “the morale of today is 
om a par with that of the past—it is bet- 


ality is not the cause of more broken mar- 
riage ties it would then seem that modern 
divorce is a habit that partakes of the na- 
ture of a fad. People get divorces because 
others are doing it. Some seem to think 


that it is bad form to have been married 
but once; that one is lacking im spirit 


consents to live for a long sequence of 
years with the same mate. 

This is the kind of fad that is as dan- 
gerous to society as certain forms of rad- 
icalism. It weakens the respect and the 
reverence for the American home. it 
makes a mockery of home ties; and the 
children of divorced parents are likely to 
assume and break marriage ties with but 
scant consideration for the solemnity of 
the vows. 

Divorces are becoming so prevalent and 
there are so many evasions possible by 
reason of a lack of uniformity in divorce 
laws among the States that the necessity 
for a Federal divorce law is becoming ap

NW THE HANDS OF ITS FRIENDS 

| The Monroe Doctrine has lately come 
in for some hostile criticism, not from the 
forces of aggression it has so effectually 
restrained. but from the interests of peace 
ful development it bas so disinterestedly 
advanced. Those powers in Europe against 
whom the Monroe Doctrine was originally 
directed long ago accepted the inevitable 
and recognized it as a safe and fair instru- 
ment for stabilizing international relations. 
Now from its friends in Latin America, 
protected through a century of progress by 
its powerful influence, the Monroe Doctrine 
has received a belated denunciation as a 
weapon émployed by “the Colossus of the 
North” for keeping ite Latin neighbors in 
the bumfliating position of dependents. 
Organized propaganda in South America 
against the United States has reached the 
stage where the authorities at Washington 
have decided it is necessary to apply some 
antidote. 

It may be because the Monroe Doctrine 
has succeeded so admirably in freeing the 
sister republics of the western world from 
the fear of foreign conquest that this agi 
tation has made headway. Certain proud, 
bitter and nationalistic elements in those 
countries, now that their security has been 
assured, would repudiate the means that 
brought about this inestimable blessing. 
And small-bore politicians to win the sup- 
port of these elements are encouraging this 
hostility to the Monroe Doctrine and the 
American foresight that it represents. 
There is nothing «specific in the charges 
brought against the Northern Colossus. 
There is no hint of any material act or 
concerted movement by the United States 
to impair or damage the prestige or prop- 
erty of one Latin republic. The grievance 
is entirely sentimental. The appeal is to 
proud and sensitive citizenry who find 
a sense of obligation irksome. That the 
grievance ig manufactured does not make 
it léss difficult to eumbat. 

Moreover, it e fmperative that the peo- 
ple of the United States take adequate 
measures to remove this false impression. 
If the Latin republics understood that the 
Monroe Doctrine represented a mutual and 
co-operative agreement among all the na- 
tions of the American continent to stand 
together in defense of their common ideals 
and intereste—that it was not merely an 
isolated resolve of the Colossus of the 
North to make its will paramount—the at- 
tempt to sow discord in the Western Hem- 
isphere would die in a storm of protest. 
Civilization is still in crisis—the evil 
thoughts that culminated in the World

Council Wants Building for 
Civic Center 


Purchase Price of $288,000 
Opposed by Two 


Property Would Be Used as 
City Hall Site 

The first step toward establiish- 
ing the administrative civic center 
north of First street, as authorized 
by the voters the 6th inst., was 
taken yesterday, when by a vote 
of 7 for and 2 opposed, the City 
Council decided to purchase for 
$288,000, the Bullard Building at 
156 North Spring street, adjoin- 
ing the Temrle Block, which has 
been owned by the city for many 
years. 

The sites are separated by a 
street, but this will in all proba- 
bility be vacated and the two par- 
cels joined into one site, where the 
new City Hall may be located, un- 
less a more advantageous location 
is found. The price ordered paid 
will be taken from the $2,500,000 
bond issue authorized at the re- 
cent election for the site of a new 
City Hall. 

The Bullard Bullding was leased 
one year ago for five years by the 
City Council for a rental of $12,- 
000 a year, and is being used, as 
a City Hall annex, the playgiwvund, 


health, city prosecutor and other 
departments being located there. 
Under the lease, the city had a 
one-year option to purchase the 
building for $300,000, leas the first 
year’s rent, and this option expires 
on Friday. 

Councilman Mallard introduced 
a resolution under which the city 
was to exercise the option, and this 
resolution was adopted, Council- 
man Allan and Langdon ting 
“no.” Councilman Allan said that 
the city should purchase the Bul- 
lard Building, but held that the 
price was excessive, and said that 
if the Council paid K. “Jesse James 
would hold his head in shame if 
he were alive and heard of the 
transaction.” Councilman Allan 
said that the 1923 assessment fig- 
ures gave an actual value to the 
Bullard Building and its site of 
$147,640. Councilman Langdon was 
in favor of obtaining an app, aisa! 
from the governing committee of 
the Realty Board before exercising 
the option. 

Councilman Allan predicted that 
if the Bullard Building purchase 
was completed, an application 
would be made to the courts by 
taxpayers for an injunction to pre- 
vent the City Treasurer from pay- 
ing the money. 

Councilmen Mallard and Wheel- 
er said that the purchase was in 
the best interests of the city, as 
since the election, when the North 
End was designated for the loca- 
tion of the civic center, property 
values there had increased, and the 
fact that the city owned the Tem- 
ple Block and Bullard Building 
sites as a possible location for the 
new City Hall would assist in ob- 
taining other land needed for civic 
center purposes at reasonable 
prices.
